1. APPRECIATE EMBASSY AND GOS KEEPING US INFORMED RE 
DEVELOPMENTS IN INCIDENT REPORTED REFTEL. 

2. SUGGEST EMBASSY INCLUDE ABOVE POSTS, AND OTHERS AS 
APPROPRIATE, ON REFERENCE AND SUBSEQUENT REPORTS SINCE 
TERRORISTS APPARENTLY HAVE IN MIND REFUGE IN ANOTHER COUNTRY. 

3. ALTHOUGH US INTERESTS DO NOT APPEAR TO BE DIRECTLY INVOLVED, 
DEPARTMENT WISHES FOLLOW INCIDENT UNOBTRUSIVELY. WOULD 
APPRECIATE REPORTING BY EMBASSY AND OTHER POSTS ON FOLLOWING AND 
OTHER PERTINENT FACTORS: A. IDENTITY OF HIJACKERS AND THEIR AFFIL- 
IATION; B. LIKELY TACTICS OF GOS, GOJ, AND OTHER GOVERNMENTS 
CONCERNED VIS A VIS TERRORISTS AND THEIR DEMANDS; C. ANY DIRECT 
U.S. INTEREST IN SHELL INSTALLATION; D. LIKELY COUNTRIES OF ASYLUM 
DESIRED BY TERRORISTS; AND E. IDENTITY OF HOSTAGES. 

4. USG WOULD, OF COURSE, PREFER THAT TERRORISTS IN QUESTION BE 
BROUGHT TO JUSTICE IN APPROPRIATE JURISDICTION. IF JAPANESE RED 
ARMY IS IN FACT AFFILIATION OF TERRORISTS, THEY ARE LIKELY TO BE 
PARTICULARLY VICIOUS. LOD AIRPORT MASSACRE IS BUT ONE OF THEIR
